A Tribute to Heroes 
Mattapoisett Sculptor Honors Fallen Firefight- 
ers 

By Robert Chiarito 

On the evening of December 3, 1999 the people of 
Massachusetts and the rest of the nation began to hear the 
news of tragedy that occurred as firefighters responded 
to a fire at the Worcester Cold Storage Warehouse just 
east of the business district in Worcester. The five-alarm 
blaze in the six-story building was reportedly cause by 
the flame of candle that had been knocked over during an 
argument between two homeless people who were using 
the building for shelter. 

As the firefighters responded, there were re-

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ports that the ''two people may still be in the building/' 
prompting the men who responded to the inferno to 
re-enter the building in an attempt to locate survivors and 
bring them out of harm's way. But the two responsinble 
for the fire had left the premises, unbeknownst to the fire 
resue team. 

The building was a century-old construction with 
no windows above the second floor. This made the search 
all the more difficult and dangerous as the huge volume 
of air in the building, along with various forms of insu- 
lating materials, including cork impregnated with tar, 
polystyrene foam, and polyurethane foam fueled what 
was soon an out-of-control inferno. Six of the men who 
entered the building did not make it out alive. The story 
shook the Worcester community, in particular, and the 
country at large as a senseless tragedy that did not have 
to happen. The men who perished — Firefighters Paul A. 
Brotherton, Timothy P. Jackson, Jeremiah M. Lucey James 
F. "Jay" Lyons III, Joseph T. McGuirk and Lieutenant 
Thomas E. Spencer — became know as the Worcester Six. 

Like many in the tri-town area, Mattapoisett artist 
Keith Francis went to sleep that evening with the images 
he saw of the fire ingrained in his conscience. He awoke 
from his sleep with a vision still clear in his mind. Ac- 
cording to Mr. Francis, "I tend to always have an artist 
pad and pencil nearby so when thoughts come to me I 
can sketch them out. I woke up on the night of the fire 
with this vison of a sculpture that would memorialize the

firefighters. I sketched (it) and then later I made a model. I 
said to myself that someday I would build this.'' 

Mr. Francis — who works as an artist and design- 
er — said that the image he had in mind is the sculpture 
that now sits in his backyard off of North Street in Mat- 
tapoisett. After years of carrying the idea of creating 
this memorial in his note pads and in his thoughts, Mr. 
Francis was finally able to build the creation that came 
to him as he slept on December 3, 1999. Mr. Francis, who 
was raised in the area, bought the home he now resides 
in about three years ago. In what can only be described 
as serendpity, many of his new neighbors were either 
firefighters, retired firefighters or relatives of firefighters. 
With the assistance of several of these friends and neigh-

bors, he fabricated his vison of six rings that seem to float 
in the air from stainless steel mounted on a granite base. 
The rings capture the light of the sun throughout the day 
and seem to move as they reflect the light. The sculpture 
defies its weight — nearly one ton — as the rings create a 
portal that reaches towards the heavens. 

Mr. Francis set the sculpture in place within the 
past several weeks as his neighbor and friend Ken Cor- 
reia, a retired New Bedford firefighter, and his family 
were on vacation. Knowing that Mr. Correia and his wife 
often sit on their front porch across the street from Mr. 
Francis' yard each morning as they read the paper and sip 
their coffee, Mr. Francis located the monument so that his 
neighbors would be able to enjoy it. 

Mr. Correia, who helped Mr. Francis in build- 
ing the sculpture, said, ''As a retired firefighter this piece 
really speaks to me. It is nice to come out each morning 
and see this. It means so much to those who help people 
in such desperate situations to see something like this. 
I love the way it faces up towards heavens where all of 
those six men are now. To me, it is a very appropriate and 
meaningful tribute and I could not be more happy that I 
am able to sit here and see it everyday." 

Mr. Francis said that he has had offers from 
buyers who would like to have the piece as part of their 
collection, but has declined the offers saying, 'T didn't 
make this to sell it. I made this as a tribute and wherever 
life takes it I will be happy. If it ends up in a park or at

firehouse, that is fine. If it stays right here then that is 
where it will stay and I will be fine with that, too. I did 
not build this for any reason other than a sense that it was 
something I had to do.''

Marion Planning Forum 

July 30, 2008 
By Kenneth J. Souza 

A special public hearing hosted by the Marion 
Planning Board was called to order at 7:00 pm in the 
Marion Music Hall on Wednesday evening, July 30. The 
purpose of this meeting, according to Planning Board 
Chairman Joseph Napoli, was to discuss Marion's pro- 
posed Neighborhood Overlay District (NOD) By-Law^ and 
Marion's "Smart Grow^th Initiative." The Planning Board 
is looking for Town Meeting voters to approve the new 
by-law at this fall's Special Town Meeting. 

The NOD By-Law is essentially described as a 
second layer of zoning that can both add restrictions and 
expand the rights of the underlying zoning already in 
place. 

The new NOD area being proposed is bounded 
by Spring Street, Route 105 and Route 6, consistingly of 
roughly 33 acres of property immediately abutting these 
roads. It would encompass a large area along Route 6 
but just outside the conventional "Marion Village" area, 
with boundaries stretching out to the intersection of Point 
Road and Route 6 and the area adjacent to the strip mall 
where Santoro's Pizza is now located. 

"Nothing we have done or are proposing this 
evening will affect the village center ... to the north of the 
neighborhood overlay district," Mr. Napoli cautioned, 
attempting to quell some of the rumors he's heard. "The 
relocation of the post office has never been considered, 
nor will it be. The center of the village will remain as-is." 

"The first question is what is an overlay district?" 
said Planning Board member Tom Magauran. "Suffice it 
to say it's pretty small lots that allow no restrictions, in 
general, within these small sites. Our goal today is to try 
to find a path towards what is considered 'smart growth'

for the town. The whole idea is returning to a village con- 
cept ... and how things evolved before zoning/' 

According to Mr. Magauran, in 2004 the town 
consulted with Randall Arendt, author of Rural by Design, 
a noted authority on smart growth. Realizing that Marion 
was too small to allow for a full-scale industrial zone, four 
"nodes" were identified as areas in town for potential 
future growth. The Planning Board thus felt compelled to 
establish the NOD as a means of curbing future growth in 
these areas. 

"It's an area that's already framed with general 
business and some level of mixed use," Mr. Magauran 
said. "In the Pacific Northwest, there's a concept known 
as 'Contemporary Cottage Neighborhoods,' and they are 
smaller, cookie-cutter energy-efficient homes ... combined 
with commercial development." 

An example of this plan would be the so-called 
Baldwin Brothers proposal which entails five acres of 
mixed use, with 28 housing units (townhouses and apart- 
ments), 16,000 square feet of office / retail space, and a 
common landscaped open space.

RABIES 

My neighbor and I were talking about our indoor cats. 
When I asked who her vet was she said that she had never 
taken her cat to the vet. She said that the cat needed no 
shots because it never went outside. Is this correct?

According to Planning Board member Peter 
Winters, the proposed NOD By-Law would change the 
town's existing maximum density of a site to 12 units per 
acre (up from the current 3) and decrease the minimum 
side yard setback to 0 feet (from the current 10). The NOD 
would also retain all existing Marion By-Law require- 
ments while allowing greater flexibility for special permit 
applications. 

Town Counsel Jon Witten noted that all pre-exist- 
ing uses would be protected from a zoning change under 
this by-law. He also advised that the authority built into 
the special permit for the NOD is quite strong and would 
require a "supermajority," or five out of seven vote of the 
Planning Board to pass. 

"As a general rule Planning Boards and Board of 
Appeals rulings are rarely overturned/' Mr. Witten said. 

Lastly, Mr. Witten noted the overall purpose of 
the by-law is to pull this district together. "One of the 
goals is to make it uniform and not cookie-cutter, so when 
a new proposal comes before the Planning Board they 
can review it within the confines of the (existing) overlay 
district," he said. 

During their presentation, the Planning Board 
noted that currently there are four lots within the NOD 
that meet the one-acre minimum requirement for con- 
sideration that are either undeveloped or have potential 
for redevelopment. Of these four, one faces Route 6 and 
would not be appropriate for significant development 
until changes are made to Route 6. Another of these, the 
former Sippican Hardware /Maggie's Ice Cream site, was 
close to a project that could fall under the NOD By-Law 
but was withdrawn. But this site may still eventually be 
developed with three to five units of affordable housing 
along with some mixed use.

submitted Baldwin Brothers building is now being 
considered with as many as six units per acre along with 
mixed use. 

The final eligible parcel, just north of the Route 6/ 
Route 105 intersection, has not expressed any interest in 
development to date. 

It is expected that as many as 60 residential units 
with 16 designated as affordable housing might be devel- 
oped under this by-law in the next 10 years. 

"The village center is one of the four nodes that 
was defined in Marion 2015/' Mr. Magauran said. ''As 
you know, the highest use (of property) right now is for 
residential ... so what we've seen lately is a reduction 
in the number of commercial properties in the village. 
However, when we look at the businesses that exist in the 
village, we have to ask where do people come from who 
(patronize) these businesses? And I think they're very 
much locally-supported." 

"We who have put time and money into this 
town are now being abandoned," said property owner 
Jack Ludis, who feels once the NOD is established outside 
the parameters of the central village area, people will no 
longer be drawn to the village area. "To me it just doesn't 
make sense." 

"We may not agree on this, but this overlay 
district will not detract from the village," Mr. Magauran 
said. "I think it will give people more incentive to stay in 
the village area, even though it's not supported locally the

way you and I would like to see it/' 

'There's a lot of traffic along Route 6 — I don't 
see that as a pedestrian-friendly environment," added 
resident Norm Hills. 

"It seems to me the majority of these lots in this 
area less than one acre," said resident Helen Westergard. 
"Could someone buy adjacent parcels and increase the 
size to three acres? Is there anything to prohbit them from 
doing this?" 

Mr. Magauran noted that this has already hap- 
pened with one parcel and there is no way to prohibit 
further such development in the future. 

"My fear is that we're going to have these black- 
topped developments, and I really want to avoid that,"

Mr. Foster also noted there will be an open meet- 
ing of the MAHT on Monday, August 11 at 7:00 pm in 
the Marion Town House during which public input and 
inquiries will be welcomed. 

Dana Angelo, the designated project manager 
for the Little Neck Village project, first noted they have 
already "hit the ground running" and are working to file 
a Notice of Intent with the Conservation Commission 
(ConCom) and a comprehensive permit with the Board of 
Appeals within the next month. "Our goal is to really get 
through the permitting process by the end of September 
so we can file for state and federal subsidies by the end of 
October," Mr. Angelo said. 

"We have been in this business for about 50 
years," added Edward A. Fish. "We pride ourselves in 
working with mostly elderly people. We have about 
10,000 apartments across New England. We just com- 
pleted a project in Mashpee that we are very proud of. 
We are hoping this project will be just as successful. We 
have done a lot of elderly housing units — two in New 
Bedford, one in Fall River, one in Taunton. There's been a 
lot of conversation and I've read some of the newspaper 
articles ... my commitment to everyone in the Town of 
Marion is if you live in Little Neck Village now, you will 
continue to live there. The other question is: where in 
Little Neck will I live? That's up to the residents. We will 
work with them and advise them, but it's up to them to 
decide. We're sincere about what we say and anyone who 
has dealt with us knows that." 

Among some of the key highlights of the pro- 
posed design: one large building with 30 one-bedroom 
units; three similar buildings with six one-bedroom apart- 
ments each; and a 2,000-square-foot community building. 
While color for the buildings has yet to be determined, it 
will likely be a shingle or clapboard siding with asphalt

shingle roofing. Ample parking along with landscaping 
will also be included, along with an onsite bioretention 
pond to treat stormwater runoff. 

"Fd just like to publicly thank the members of 
the selection committee/' Mr. Foster said. ''We received 
eight different proposals. We met numerous times over 
a one-month period and did a lot of outside analysis and 
in the end we had a unanimous decision to go with this 
proposal. I think we have a project that not only fits our 
community, but also will only cost us about $400,000 of 
town funds." 

"I have to say it was not always smooth sailing, 
but now that the results seem imminent, we have a project 
that appears to make sense," Chairman Henry said.

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MATTAPOISETT NECK AREA SEWER PROJECT 



The Board of Water & Sewer Commissioners will be holding a public meeting to discuss the 
Maltapoisett Neck Area Sewer Extension project. The meeting will be held at 7 PM on August 
13, 2008 at the Center School. Briefly, the Board plalis to request a construction appropriation 
to proceed with the project. However, the Board wants to be certain that area residents are 
familiar with project, understand the impact of the project and support the project. 

For the public's information, the Mattapoisett Neck Area Sewer Extension program is part of 
our Board's long range goal of providing municipal sewer service to areas of the community 
where on lot sewage disposal systems have a difficult time complying with State Title V septic 
system regulations because of small lots, poor soils and high groundwater. Over the past ten 
years, our Board has completed 6 sewer extension projects that serve more than 1,000 homes. 
The actual cost of the sewer extension projects have been paid for by the users of the sewers 
via a Betterment Assessment. 

Betterment costs vary from project to project and are based on the capital cost to construct the 
project and borrowing cost finance the project. Betterment costs are a one time fee that 
provide a home with a connection to the municipal sewer system and eliminate the concern of 
operating and maintainii^ an on-site septic system. 

To date, Town Meeting has authorized $278,000 for design engineering on the project with the 
design effort about 90% complete. The project is now ready for construction funding. 

Project details and costs will be explained at the informational meeting. In addition, the Board 
and Tighe & Bond engineers will be available to answer questions. The Board encourages you 
to attend the meeting so that you can find out how the project wUl impact the community and 
area residents.

With that, the board recommended the detail rate 
be set at time and one-half of an employee's standard rate 
of pay with a two hour minimum. 

Under the Town Administrator's report, Mr. 
Dawson discussed the Community Rating System under 
the FEMA-sanctioned National Flood Insurance program 
where the Town of Marion and its residents could build 
up points and reduce their insurance premiums.

Some tax stimulus checks have not been claimed 
by those receiving Veterans Benefits. Are you one of 
them? 

It's not too late to apply. You have until October 
15, 2008. For help filing an application, please dial "211'' 
or call Volunteer Services at the VA Hospital at 401-273- 
7100. 

Receiving stimulus payments will not cause you 
filing requirement next year. The Stimulus Payment will 
not affect any of your Federal Benefits or any federally- 
financed benefits such as Medicaid, Veterans Benefits, 
Social Security Payments, Food Stamps, Medicare, and 
more. The Economic Stimulus Act states that the Stimulus 
Payment cannot be counted as income or a resource for 
the month or receipt and the following two months for 
determining the eligibility for benefits / assistance under 
any federal program or state or local program financed in 
whole or part with federal funds. 

To meet the qualifying income requirement for 
the Economic Stimulus Payment, the following benefits 
need to be reported in any combination on Line 20A of 
Form 1040 or Line 14A of the Form 1040A: Social Security 
benefits (SS or SSDI); Railroad Retirement benefits; Veterans' 
disability compensation, 'pension or survivors' benefits received 
from the Department of Veterans Affairs; work income or any 
combination of these totaling $3,000. (Supplemental Secu- 
rity Income, SSI, does not count as qualifying income for 
the stimulus payment. See if you qualify for it, everyone 
could use more money!)

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(COA) in the Town of Fairhaven and $30,000 for the 
restoration of Eel Pond in the Town of Mattapoisett. The 
action was approved as part of a series of overrides taken 
up by the Legislature during the final day of the formal 
legislative session. 

Representative Straus originally secured these 
funds during the House budget deliberations earlier this 
year but the funding was cut by the Governor in his re- 
cent veto message. 

"The need to expand Fairhaven' s Council on Ag- 
ing speaks volumes to the importance of the facility and 
the services it provides to the town/' said Representative 
Straus.

pansion of the Council on Aging facility and also includes 
monies for the initial design plans for the project. 

Representative Straus was also able to restore 
$30,000 for the restoration of Eel Pond in the Town of 
Mattapoisett. 'This project was also cut by the Governor 
in his veto message/' said Representative Straus. He then 
added, 'T am pleased the legislature overwhelmingly sup- 
ports and recognizes the importance of local projects and 
am looking forward to working with town officials on 
these projects moving forward.'' 

In other action the House also restored a tax 
credit the Governor vetoed which Reprentative Straus 
secured in the state budget relative to Title V tax credits. 
The Straus-approved language adds an outside section 
to the state budget which extends the amount of years 
homeowners can be eligible for tax credits for repairing or 
replacing their septic or cesspool systems. The tax credit 
is worth up to $1,500 per household in a year with an ag- 
gregate of $6,000 over the course of six years. 

The House also overrode the Governor's veto of 
a Buzzards Bay municipal grant program which has been 
funded each year in the state budget on amendments 
offered by Representative Straus. This state-administered 
grant program provides grants to coastal communities 
along Buzzards Bay for water and coastal protection pro- 
grams. 

This is the final action on the state budget as the 
legislature is in recess and scheduled to only meet infor-

The Mummy: Tomb of the Dragon Emperor, Starring Brendan 
Fraser and Maria Bello. Directed by Rob Cohen. Running 
time: 112 minutes. MPAA rating: PG-13. 

The first ten minutes or so of The Mummy: Tomh of the Dragon Em- 
peror are like the biggest, most lavish Hong Kong fantasy ever filmed. 
Jet Li is there (as an evil emperor with plans to conquer death and the 
world, in that order); Michelle Yeoh is there (as a witch who promises 
the emperor eternal life but falls in love with his general); thousands 
of extras are there in finest Ancient China military garb — or, at least, 
computer-generated extras are there. Director Rob Cohen, who report- 
edly has a deep interest in Chinese history, may have taken this gig just 
so that he could film this prologue, which plays like an elegant short 
movie. Then we cut to Brendan Fraser trying to fly-fish and hooking 
himself in the neck, and, well, say goodbye to elegance. 

I enjoyed the first two films in this series — The Mummy (1999) and 
The Mummy Returns (2001), both directed by Stephen Sommers — as 
giggly, brain-damaged adventure eye candy. At me time, you have to 
remember, there wasn't much around in terms of old-school adventure; 
there were a lot of action movies, which isn't the same. Now, of course, 
weVe had Sahara and the National Treasure films and the fourth Indiana 
Jones film; with that in mind, it may have made financial sense for 
Universal to drag Rick O'Connell (Fraser) out of retirement after seven 
years, but the Mummy franchise is no longer unique, and if s also lost 
touch with its roots in horror (which were tenuous to begin with). 

Rick and his wife Evelyn (Maria Bello, in for Rachel Weisz) are asked 
to deliver the Eye of Shangri-La to Shanghai, where, coincidentally their 
son Alex (Luke Ford) is hanging out in a nightclub owned by Evelyn's 
inept brother Jonathan (John Hannah). Alex, who now looks way too 
old to be Brendan Eraser's son, has excavated the evil emperor, who 
was turned to stone way back when. The emperor revives and heads 
for Shangri-La, where he will theoretically gain Ultimate Power and 
rule us all. The O'Connells, accompanied by the witch's daughter Lin 
(Isabella Yeong), must stop the emperor before he raises his army of 
darkness. 

Speaking of which, there's a sequence involving the emperor's army 




of stone soldiers (who crumble so ineffectually when hit that we wonder 
why the emperor bothered to raise them) versus the near-skeletal army 
led by the general who was put to death for falling in love with the witch. 
I found myself wishing that Sam Raimi, using all the clout he's gained 
from directing three Spider-Man blockbusters, could use this technol- 
ogy to make an astonishing fourth Evil Dead film — imagine an army 
of Deadites versus an army of Bruce Campbell clones, or something. 
When you're watching a movie and wishing you were watching a dif- 
ferent, non-existent movie, the movie you're watching is in trouble. 

Rob Cohen has now directed three (unconnected) movies with 
"dragon" in the title: this. Dragon: The Bruce Lee Story (1993), and Drag- 
onheart (1996). Cohen enjoys dragons, I guess, and we get one here when 
Jet Li transforms into a three-headed dragon. Jet Li also transforms 
into other things, and he spends most of his post-prologue screen time 
covered with CGI stone and muck. It's late in the game by the time he's 
actually recognizable as Jet Li, and he and Michelle Yeoh get to spar for 
all of two minutes. This obviously isn't an actor's movie, but Maria Bello 
manages to shine anyway, since she's Maria Bello and that's what she 
does. Bello has taken some lumps for her fake British accent — and she 
does lose a bit of her earthy, been-there-done-that American-ness when 
she tries to ape Rachel Weisz — but her pleasure (stated in interviews) 
at being in her very first big adventure flick is infectious. Let's bag the 
Mummy franchise and give Maria Bello her own adventure series. She 
deserves it, and so do we.
